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THE PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE 


Philadelphia, Pa., 
December 19, 1940. 





Dear Members: 

I thought I would be able to bring to you in this month’s message a 
story that I am sure you would all like to hear; a story telling you that 
the Department of Public Assistance had granted us the right to put on a 
dental program so that the indigent might receive a dental service other 
than extractions. Also that sufficient funds had been allotted to compen- 
sate those who would participate in the operation of the program. 

The program as presented by our representative, Dr. Milon P. Eaton, 
has been accepted by both the State Healing Arts Advisory Committee and 
the Department of Public Assistance but with the present allocation of 
funds from the department, it seems futile to attempt a dental program 
such as we planned. 

By the present method of allocating funds, I doubt if we could get 
the co-operation necessary to make the program a success. The funds al- 
located at the present time are insufficient for medical care, thus the bills 
presented must be pro-rated. In some counties a low of 12c on the dollar 
to a high of 42c on the dollar in some other counties, is all that can be 
paid. You know the present plan of allocating funds, but let me repeat it. 
Twenty cents per head is set up for medical care by the Department of 
Public Assistance for each one on relief. Now let us say that there are 
100,000 on relief in the month of June; at 20c a head that gives us $20,000. 
Suppose in that month we have 40% receiving medical care or 40,000 
cases and $20,000 to pay for the care. Fifty cents is all you have to treat 
each sick person that month and this includes the physician, dentist, nurse, 
etc. ; the physician is allowed $1.00 for an office visit and $2.00 for a house 
visit. The dentist is allowed $2.00 to extract the first tooth. The other 
groups participating in the program are paid at the same rate except the 
pharmacist who receives 100% for his bills. Suppose bills to the amount 
of $50,000 are approved and there is $20,000 to pay them. The bills must 
be pro-rated and so 4oc on the dollar is what is paid. When employment 
increases and there are less people on relief, the amount allocated for 
medical care is lowered but the incidence of sickness remains about the 
same. Now we are told by the department that sickness is increasing so 
that the pro-rating will lower the amount paid. 

In Philadelphia County early in the year, approximately $51,000 was 
allocated for one month and there were 17,000 people treated. The pro- 
rating was about 80% or a cost of $3.00 per sick person; in June the num- 
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ber of people on relief had dropped but there were 23,000 people sick and 
only $29,000 was allocated to take care of them. Only 31c on the dollar 
was paid on medical care vouchers that month in that county. The depart- 
ment realizes that there is something wrong; they believe that many County 
Healing Arts Committees do not function; that there is no attempt made 
by these committees to examine and see that the bills submitted are cor- 
rect. They have asked me to see if you will not do this; please give them 
your co-operation. 

We have asked the Department of Public Assistance to allocate a 
definite amount each month and certain standards by which this amount 
can be determined, have been suggested. A joint conference between the 
State Healing Arts Advisory Committee and the Department of Public 
Assistance will be held early in January, 1941, to devise a method of al- 
locating funds by which the participants in the medical care program may 
be assured a fair compensation. I have been receiving many letters and 
telephone messages protesting this low pro-rating of funds and to bring 
these protests to the attention of the Department of Public Assistance, I 
decided to ask the Board of Trustees and each district society to send 
letters or resolutions, where possible, protesting the present method of 
allocating funds. These letters to be addressed to Mr. Howard L. Rus- 
sell; Secretary, Department of Public Assistance, Harrisburg, Pa., and 
sent to me. We have received quite a number of replies. Some districts 
have not as yet replied. We should have these letters to present at this 
meeting early in January; will those of you who have not sent in your 
letters or resolutions, please do so at once. Any county society who wishes 
to send in a letter or resolution, please feel free to do so as numbers count. 

The State Medical Society and the State Dental Society are working 
harmoniously on this problem and we are now endeavoring to get the asso- 
ciated groups participating in the program to co-operate with us. We 
have brought to the attention of all concerned in the enactment of our 
program, the necessity of saving teeth; presenting the statistics of the 
rejection of army draftees. Do you know that from 25% to 30% of those 
rejected for army service are rejected because of the condition of their 
mouth ? 

The Law Enforcement Committee has been quite active this past 
month and have unearthed a new racket. There have been a number of 
meetings with the district committees as this racket is spreading. We con- 
sidered it of such vital importance that a meeting was held in Philadelphia 
at which the State Dental Examining Board, the Law Enforcement Com- 
mittee and representatives of the Attorney General’s Department together 
with our attorney were present. The evidence presented was of such a na- 
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ture that it was decided to make a thorough investigation with the object 
of prosecution. 

Of course I attended the Greater New York Meeting and met a num- 
ber of you there. It is inspirational to associate for a short time with the 
celebrities of dentistry and they do gather at that meeting. It was a splen- 
did meeting; the clinicians and essayists were up to the standard set by 
the December meeting and the attendance was greater than last year. The 
New York December meeting is the largest attended dental meeting in the 
country and that has been attained through the programs they present. 
The programs are so diversified and so excellent that they attract men in 
every specialty of dentistry. 

On December 11th, I, with Dr. Charles H. Patton, President of the 
First District, were the honor guests at the 30th Anniversary of the North 
Philadelphia Association of Dental Surgeons. It was most successful; 
strictly social, and everyone present had a most enjoyable evening. The 
whole organization and the committee in charge of the arrangements are 
to be congratulated. 

I am still commuting to Harrisburg and each time I go there I find 
our office functioning 100%. I certainly appreciate the co-operation I get 
from the office ; it makes my work much easier and therefore more enjoy- 
able and I really do enjoy the work. 

Now we are in the New Year, 1941; great things are to happen this 
year. Let us all, not just hope, but do everything we possibly can to help 
in the program of saving that liberty of which we are so proud. We, as 
dentists, have a definite place in that program; we have a job to do, let 
us do it.

HEALTH HAZARDS IN ACETANILIDE-CONTAINING NOSTRUMS AND 
MIXTURES 
By PAUL J. HANZLIK, M. D. 


(An article prepared by Dr. Hanzlik as one in the Council’s series 
of articles on pharmacology and therapeutics.) 


This paper consists of an exhaustive review of the literature, together 
with a critical analysis of the available data on the pharmacologic actions 
of acetanilide. The author’s findings were summarized as follows: 

1. <Acetanilide is one of the most widely exploited coal-tar deriva- 
tives in hundreds of nostrums and proprietary mixtures of secret and vari- 
able composition, although many of these products are known to contain 
other potent drugs. 

2. Medication with these products is commonly repeated or continued 
for long periods without diagnosis or medical supervision, so that the prob- 
lem of indiscriminate medication and possible health hazards is one of 
chronic intoxication rather than acute poisoning, and has important bear- 
ings on individual and public health. 

3. The constituents of acetanilide-containing nostrums and mixtures 
may conceivably modify the actions of acetanilide by potentiation, addition, 
synergism or antagonism, but these possibilities have never been properly 
investigated, and yet modifications of the actions may determine peculiar 
reactions, sensitivities and hazards to health. 

4. Undesired results from the continued use of acetanilide and ace- 
tanilide-containing nostrums and mixtures, which have been reported for 
human beings, consist of the following: addiction and abstinence symp- 
toms; headaches, gastrointestinal disorders, anorexia, emaciation, mus- 
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cular weakness, skin rashes, anoxemia, anemia, cyanosis, circulatory de- 
pression, visceral degeneration and increased susceptibility to intercurrent 
disease. A vicious circle tends to be established with aggravation of the 
symptoms originally treated with acetanilide. 

5. The early blood changes in human beings are characterized by 
pigment changes, such as methemoglobin or sulfhemoglobin, or both, with 
reduction in oxygen capacity, dark oxidation products from acetanilide, 
hemolysis and blood destruction. The character of the dietary and some- 
times other medication, especially with products containing sulfur, the use 
of cathartics, the state of the alimentary tract, the presence of asphyxial 
products and hyperglycemia and hypoglycemia are conditions, among 
others, little understood and which may affect hemoglobin changes, either 
promoting or preventing their occurrence. 

6. Experimentally, the cyanosis, anemia, hemoglobin changes and 
blood destruction observed in humans have been reproduced in susceptible 
animals, but unfortunately most recent investigations have been made with 
non-susceptible animals (rodents) or with inadequate criteria, with nega- 
tive results, and therefore are misleading and unacceptable. 

7. Claims concerning the possible toxicity of acetanilide for man 
based on fatal and tolerated doses of the drug in animals are misleading 
and unwarranted, especially when acetanilide is mixed with other drugs, 
since the effective and toxic doses in man appear to be much smaller than 
those for several species of animals. 

8. Since many conditions requiring relief from pain or discomfort 
are more rationally and properly treated by non-medicinal measures, and 
the nature of acetanilide analgesia is not understood, the frequent, con- 
tinuous or indiscriminate use of acetanilide and acetanilide-containing nos- 
trums and mixtures is unwise, irrational, hazardous to health and unwar-

BARBITURATES AND LONGEVITY—A QUERY 

To the Editor :—Is there any evidence that the frequent use of pheno- 
barbital, soluble barbital or the new barbituric acid derivatives has any 
effect on the length of life? 

Answer :—One cannot state that the frequent use of strictly thera- 
peutic doses of a barbiturate shortens life by direct action. There are many 
factors concerned with longevity which are influenced adversely by the 
abuse of any of the barbiturates ; hence the length of life must be influenced 
in many cases.

Loca. UsE oF SULFAMIDO COMPOUNDS IN THE TREATMENT OF INFECTED 
WounpDs 
By W. E. Herrell and A. E. Brown 


Explanations given for the action of sulfamido compounds when ap- 
plied locally are: (1) a local bacteriostatic effect may be exerted ; (2) local 
increase in normal resistance of tissue may be stimulated. 

Where sulfamido compounds are used in local body cavities having 
a large surface from which the drug may be absorbed, appreciable amounts 
of the sulfamido derivative may be found in the blood. The local effect 
may be due partly on this account. It was found that where a large ab- 
sorption area was not present, the sulfamido compound was not recovered 
from the blood. It has also been demonstrated that the presence of pep- 
tones, always present in damaged tissue, inhibits the bacteriostatic action 
of sulfamido compounds. Local application of suifamido compounds can 
therefore have but a limited degree of usefulness. 

While it cannot be denied that local application of sulfanilamide or 
its derivatives has a definite field of usefulness, the authors point out that 
“the tremendous importance of promoting proper drainage and conducting 
debridement in already infected regions, however, must not be overlooked. 
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These steps, which promote better circulation of blood, produce the most 
favorable circumstances under which the drugs can be used, whether it be 
prophylactically or in the treatment of already infected wounds.”

A StMmMpLe COLORIMETRIC METHOD FOR THE ESTIMATION OF RELATIVE 
NUMBERS OF LACTOBACILLI IN THE SALIVA 


By M. L. Snyder 


Since it is believed that caries is absent or remains inactive when few 
or no lactobacilli are present in the saliva, and since a quantitative estima- 
tion of the number of lactobacilli might be an index of caries immunity or 
susceptibility, Snyder attempted to develop a simple colorimetric test for 
the practising dentist by which he could determine the approximate num- 
ber of lactobacilli present in a mouth. For this purpose he added an indi- 
cator (brom-cresol-green) to glucose or lactose infusion agar. Saliva was 
then added and incubated. Snyder found that when there were fewer 
than 1,000 lactobacilli per cc. of saliva, no change in color occurred in 48 
hours ; where the number was greater, or the incubation period was longer, 
color changes were difficult to interpret since acid production was not 
always directly proportional to the number of lactobacilli.

A PREVENTIVE METHOD FOR THE MAINTENANCE OF SPACE 
By B. Z. Rabinowitch 


The author urges space maintenance where posterior deciduous teeth 
have been lost in order to prevent space closure, to insure normal arch de- 
velopment, and to prevent actopic eruption of permanent teeth. Where 
eruption of a permanent successor is expected to take place in less than 
six months, a space maintainer is generally not needed. The author de- 
scribes an indirect method for construction of a space maintainer which is 
both simple and adequate. Essentially this consists of an orthodontic band 
to which a wire bent in the form of a crib has been soldered. When the 
scribes an indirect method for construction of a space maintainer which is 
removed.

SOLUTION OF SULFANILAMIDE IN THE LocaL TREATMENT OF WOUNDS 
By C. W. Mayo and J. M. Miller 

For more than a year the authors have tried local application of sul- 

fanilamide in “potentially infectible wounds” rather than in infected 

wounds. They have used the drug particularly following abdominoperineal 
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resection for carcinoma of the rectum. The reason for using sulfanilamide 
was therefore preventive rather than therapeutic. The solution employed 
was an 0.8% concentration of sulfanilamide in normal salt solution. Irri- 
gations with this solution were carried out five times daily, preceded by 
flushing with a solution of hydrogen peroxide. 

The authors believe that such irrigation leaves the wound cleaner and 
is followed by appearance of healthy granulation. This method has at 
times been successful when others have failed. The authors emphasize 
that such irrigation “is not a panacea for any and all types of infected 
wounds.”

STATISTICAL EVALUATION OF NUMBER AND AGE OF DENTURE PATIENTS 
In DanisH Country District 
By V. Lind and N. U. Brams 


As a by-product of an examination of school children in a small town 
and country district of north Jutland, Lind and Brams questioned 2,239 
persons above the age of 14 whether they wore dentures and when they 
first acquired them. Their findings indicate that 844 or 38% had artificial 
teeth. Between the ages of 15 and 18, 5.6 per cent wore a denture or den- 
tures. More than half of those examined above the age of 25 had artificial 
teeth. The incidence was slightly less in the small cities than in the coun- 
try. Women acquired their dentures slightly earlier than men. It is ac- 
knowledged by the authors that the people in the area under consideration 
are known to have poor teeth. Oral hygiene as well as nutrition is below 
par. The original paper includes several charts and graphs.

Dear Editor: In treating a case of Vincent’s infection recently a col- 
league suggested my trying the Adam’s method. I am not acquainted with 
the details of the technic. Will you please be good enough to outline the 
technic for me? 

Answer: The Adam’s method of treatment for Vincent’s infection 
consists essentially of the following steps: (1) Apply Churchill’s iodin 
solution to necrotic areas of the gum. (2) Apply a 10 to 30 per cent silver 
nitrate solution to the same areas using a fresh pledget of cotton. (3) Re- 
apply the iodin solution. As a result of the interaction between the silver 
nitrate and iodin solutions, silver iodid is formed. The necrotic tissue is 
generally cast off in 2 or 3 days. Box’s method of treatment differs from 
this principally in that the tissues are first dried before applying the medi- 
caments and that a 35 per cent solution of silver nitrate is used. 


Dear Editor: From time to time I am bothered by silver nitrate stains 
getting on my fingers or nails. I find they are difficult to remove, espe- 
cially after 2 or 3 days. Can you suggest how such stains may be removed ? 

Answer: Prevention. Staining of the hands by silver nitrate may be 
prevented by washing with salt water immediately after the silver nitrate 
has been used. It is worthwhile taking this precaution and it does not 
take much time. 1t should be a rule of the office to have the patient rinse 
the mouth with salt water every time silver nitrate is used. This will not 
affect silver nitrate which has already been precipitated and may prevent 
embarrassing explanations afterward should any of the silver nitrate have 
come in contact accidentally with the gums or oral mucous membrane. 

Treatment (1) If the stain is fresh, a solution of iodin may be 
swabbed over the area. The iodin stain may then be decolorized with a 
drop of ammonia water. This method is not very effective when the silver 
nitrate stain is of several days standing. 

(2) The most satisfactory treatment for silver nitrate stains of the 
hands is application of a 5 per cent solution of potassium cyanide. THIS 
IS A POISON AND MUST BE USED WITH CARE. An ordinary 
cotton swab is dipped in the potassium cyanide solution, the excess is re- 
moved, and the stained area is then swabbed back and forth until the stain 
disappears. The hands are then washed thoroughly. If necessary the 
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treatment may be repeated a second time using the same cotton swab. Use 
potassium cyanide sparingly and do not use it in an open wound. 

(3) Silver nitrate stains on nails are preferably removed with a fine 
emery board. 


Dear Editor: I am troubled by a dry skin, particularly during the 
winter months. My hands become so harsh and dry that I feel sensitive 
about them before my patients. I use hand cream occasionally during 
office hours but it still does not prevent my hands from being dry. Can you 
suggest some hand cream or lotion? 

Answer: It would be advisable to determine first whether the basal 
metabolic rate is within normal limits, since one of the symptoms of hypo- 
thyroidism is dryness of the skin. In the absence of a definite constitu- 
tional factor, a habit should be established in using a skin lotion imme- 
diately after the hands are washed and dried every time. Incidentally 
this has a desirable psychologic effect on the patient. Since some of the 
hand lotions on the market have a drying effect on the hands, a skin oil 
should be added to the lotion. The writer uses equal parts of nivea skin 
oil and hand lotion in a wall type dispenser at the office. The oil and lo- 
tion’ are well beaten in a plaster bowl to insure a smooth emulsion before 
filling the dispenser. In addition, cold cream should be rubbed into the 
skin at bedtime, particularly on the fingertips and around the nailbed. 


Dear Editor: What are the principal differences in technic between 
the Fournet-Tuller and Ackley methods of taking impressions for lower 
dentures ? 

Answer: The Fournet-Tuller is a specialized correctible modeling 
compound technic while the Ackley is a detailed correctible plaster tech- 
nic. Both make use of individual trays and provide retention by extending 
the impression over the retromolar pads and into the sublingual areas. The 
Ackley method is simpler but the Fournet-Tuller method has the advan- 
tage of precision and of indicating how satisfactory the fit of the finished 
denture will be. Thé following is a brief outline of each method : 
FouRNET-TULLER METHOD. 

(1) Coyer suitable oversize tray with high heat compound to dis- 
place tissues. 

(2) Place in mouth, covering retromolar pads and —_ compound 
into sublingual areas. Chill. 

(3) Trim impression to eliminate undercuts. 

(4) Pour stone model and mark outline for vulcanite tray. 
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(5) Check and trim vulcanite tray for height of heels, distobuccal, 
buccal, labial, anterior lingual and posterior lingual areas. 

(6) Take final impression with low heat modeling compound. Heat 
compound in water, insert, remove without chilling. Repeat. Heat com- 
pound in water, insert, have patient press tongue against stop on tray. 

(7) With alcohol torch, heat distobuccal border on one side. Insert 
and muscle mold. Chill. Remove and repeat, molding each area given 
in (5) above. 

(8) Test for stability by having patient thrust tongue out, up, and 
sideways. If not stable, correct area where peripheral adaptation is imper- 
fect. 

(9) Apply low heat wax to edge of impression and replace in mouth 
for final adaptation. Chill. 


ACKLEY METHOD. 


(1) Select tray and trim away entire labial flange. Make vertical cut 
on lingual of tray just behind bicuspid area and bend heels of tray up. 
Trim edges and try in mouth. Tray should extend over retromolar pads 
and into sublingual area. 


(2) Cover with compound, insert in mouth, and mold lingually so as 
to extend compound into sublingual area. Chill. 


(3) Pour cast and make type-metal tray. 


(4) Make three stops by covering retromolar areas and Ist incisor 
area with one-eighth inch of modeling compound. Insert in mouth and 
chill. 

(5) Cover tray with Truplastic or similar correctible plaster impres- 
sion material, insert in mouth. Just before impression material hardens, 
place thumb over lower incisor area and have patient exert pressure with 
tongue against thumb. Remove when hard. 

The foregoing does not purport to be a detailed outline of each 
method but is intended only to indicate differences in the two methods. 


ERRATUM: 
In answer to a question in the November issue, page 13, the use of sodium 


nitrate was recommended to prevent rusting. This was a typographical error— 
the salt should be sodium NITRITE.

TRUSTEES AND HARRISBURG OFFICE 


Sometime ago the Board of Trustees authorized the purchase of a 
bronze plaque dedicating the building at 217 State Street, Harrisburg, to 
the uses of the Pennsylvania State Dental Society. This plaque has now 
been placed on the wall of the Trustees’ Room and is a very attractive 
addition. 

Friday evening, December 13th, the Harrisburg Dental Society at 
their regular meeting, voted unanimously to suspend dues to that local 
society for all dentists called into the service. They also unanimously 
passed a motion to request that the Pennsylvania State Dental Society 
and the American Dental Association take similar action. 


It is hoped that the secretaries of the various district societies will 
cooperate with the Harrisburg Office by sending in 1941 membership re- 
mittances at least twice a month for the next two or three months.

BOOK REVIEW 


THE AMERICAN TEXTBOOK OF OPERATIVE DENTISTRY 
In Contributions by Eminent Authorities, Edited by Marcus L. Ward, D.D.Sc., 

Jonathan Taft, Professor of Dentistry, School of Dentistry, University of 

Michigan. Seventh Edition, Essentially New. Illustrated with 587 Engrav- 

ings. Lea and Febiger, Philadelphia, 1940. Pages 925. Price $11. 

The American Textbook of Operative Dentistry has been recognized 
as the standard textbook in its field for many years. In this, the 7th edi- 
tion, there is nothing old except the name. The book has been completely 
rewritten to bring it to date, and much of this has been done by a new staff 
of contributors. The volume has been increased by a hundred pages, and 
an additional hundred pages were made available to other subjects by judi- 
ciously omitting the chapters on dental anatomy and histology. Most of this 
space has been absorbed by the section on operative procedures and restora- 
tions, the backbone of the book. 


The volume begins with a chapter on examination and diagnosis and 
discusses the taking of case histories and making the clinical oral examina- 
tion assisted by laboratory adjuncts, e. g., x-ray processing and interpre- 
tation, bacteriologic procedure and interpretation, etc. The next chapter, 
on oral hygiene, deals with the prevention of dental caries, oral prophylaxis 
and care, etc. The next three chapters are devoted to operative procedures, 
e.g., instrumentation, cavity preparation, restorations with gold foil, amal- 
gam, gold inlay, and porcelain inlay work. A section on dentistry for chil- 
dren is also included. The properties and handling of filling materials, root 
canal therapy, treatment of hypersensitive dentin, and bleaching of dis- 
colored teeth are discussed in chapters in the order given. The chapter on 
local anesthesia contains a description of local anesthetic agents as well as 
a detailed account of methods of injection. In the chapter devoted to paro- 
dontal diseases, both conservative and surgical methods of treatment are

described, but no mention is made of electrosurgical treatment. The subject 
of focal infection is discussed fairly, and the chapter on extraction of teeth 
is adequately treated and illustrated. The final chapter in the book discusses 
those principles of orthodontia with which every general practitioner of 
dentistry should be acquainted. On the whole, the individual sections of 
the book are well balanced and integrated. Stress has been placed princi- 
pally on dental practice and controversial issues have in the main been 
avoided. 

Some changes have been made in the list of contributors to the book 
since its last edition. The following have written various sections in the 
current edition of the book: Russell W. Bunting, Edgar D. Coolidge, Wil- 
liam H. Crawford, Arthur C. Curtis, Arthur B. Gabel, Louis I. Grossman, 
Thomas J. Hill, John W. Kemper, Arthur L. Morse, Floyd A. Peyton, 
Kurt H. Thoma, William D. Vehee, and Marcus L. Ward, editor. 

The illustrations, of which there are 587, are adequate in size and are 
well reproduced. The value of the book is enhanced by rather complete 
biographies appended to each of the chapters. The book is recommended 
both as a reference work and as a means of brushing up on operative den- 
tistry and related subjects. 


CreRAMIcS IN DENTISTRY 


By Milton Cohen, D.D.S., F.I.C.D. Formerly Professor of Crown and Bridgework 
and Clinical Professor of Dental Ceramics and Ceramic Technology of the 
New York University College of Dentistry, New York City. With 696 Illus- 
trations, Some in Colors. Lea and Febiger, Philadelphia, 1940. Pages 335. 
Price $10. 


In the preface to “Ceramics in Dentistry” the author says: “The value 
of a textbook depends upon its ability to teach.” If this is so, this book 
may be regarded as an excellent teacher since, by its clarity of text and 
illustration, it succeeds most eminently in teaching one the dental ceramist’s 
art. The text is somewhat marred by misspelling of the word “acrylic” 
throughout the book. This, however, should not detract from the practical 
value of the work. 

Ceramics in dentistry will probably not appeal to every dentist, but 
those who desire to do porcelain work or wish to improve their porcelain 
work will find this book invaluable. Apparently the author believed in the 
proverb which says that “one picture is worth a thousand words” when he 
planned the book, since there is an average of 2 illustrations for each page. 
And each illustration tells its own story so well that one could almost turn 
the pages of the book without reading is text and still find it very under- 
standable and profitable. 

The book is divided into the following chapters : Composition of Porce- 
lain; Furnaces; Porcelain Inlays; The Porcelain Jacket Crown Prepara- 
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tion; Impressions, Dies and Matrices; Application of Porcelain to the 
Matrix; The Continuous Gum Case; The Application of Mineral Pig- 
ments; Porcelain in Fixed and Removable Bridgework. These chapter 
headings give only a superficial account of the contents of the book, since 
many laboratory details of construction of porcelain crowns and inlays 
are fully discussed. The book contains several colored illustrations which 
are complimentary to both author and publisher. 


CoMPLETE DENTURES 
By Merrill G. Swenson, D.D.S., Professor of Prosthetic Dentistry, New York 

University College of Dentistry. With the collaboration of Vincent R. 

Trapozzano, D.D.S., Associate Professor of Prosthetic Dentistry, New York 

University College of Dentistry. St. Louis, The C. V. Mosby Co., 1940. Nine 

hundred and five Illustrations, ten in color. Pages 736. Price $10.00. 

Those dentists who feel the need for a book on denture work which 
carries a case through all the technical steps from impression taking to 
finished denture will find just that book in Swenson’s “Complete Den- 
tures.” For the sake of completeness Swenson does not limit himself to 
one case but presents four types of cases, the procedures in each one be- 
ing described completely by text and numerous illustrations. As a matter 
of fact, the nine hundred illustrations present a pageantry of procedure 
in complete denture work which is unique. 

The method of impression taking used by Swenson is a wash of zinc 
oxide-eugenol paste on a modeling compound base. While this mere state- 
ment of fact connotes nothing new, the dynamic description given in the 
book gives the reader a feeling that in reality he is taking the impression 
and makes this method take on fresh significance. Immediate denture 
construction is fully described beginning with impression taking before 
the remaining teeth are removed up to completion of the finished denture. 
The textual description, in a step by step manner, is very lucid and com- 
prehensive. 

The book is divided into five parts. The first two parts are devoted 
to a description of technical procedures in the taking of impressions and 
construction of dentures for a completely edentulous case and for an im- 
mediate denture restoration. Part III deals with basic fundamentals and 
explanatory considerations of denture construction. Part IV deals with 
materials used in denture work and discusses various methods of impres- 
sion taking. ‘Part V is devoted to rebasing and other minor related details 
of denture work. 

An appendix charting the evolution of full and partial dentures is 
contributed by S. H. Supplee, and an Introduction to the book is written 
by Clyde H. Schuyler.
